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What Then? 

I N THE FACE of •urprlsingly ilnifiB opposition 
Frcndi Pranier GeorBM Pompidou has lucceeded 
tai le cufto g hii parUBinent'i approvai (or the develop¬ 
ment of an impendent nuclear strike force for 
France. 

However, his victory—if such it can be called—li an 
Indecis i ve one and one which will result in wide and 
aeiious national and tntemetional repercusstons. It Is 
significant that out of 481 deputies In the National 
Assembly only a scant ma)ority of 35 njpported the 
govemment's new nucisar policy—hardly a demon¬ 
stration of national unanimity (or a move which may 
drarticaUy change the present status and reponstblllty 
of the trouble-tom re^Uc. 

It la Important to note that though Premier Pom¬ 
pidou bol^ that a FAnch nuclear force will 
strengthen Western defences, France's NATO allies 
disagree and have declared their opinions on this fre¬ 
quently and openly 

The real ai'thor of the new policy, of course, is 
not Premier Pompidou at all, but President de Gaulle, 
who has long boasted his determination to regain for 
Frarxse its position among the world's major powers. 

Oxisistently rejecting American and British argu¬ 
ments that a French Independent nuclear deterrent 
would weaken the NATO alliance by nullifying the 
present single-control system. President de Gaulle 
sees his poHcy as the only way of returning France to 
Her former glortes. 

Nor has he hesitated to tell the Western Allies that 
the French deterrent will not be placed under NATO 
control. He nas on numerous occasions bluntly stated 
that the decision as to when and whne It will be used 
remains solely with the govermnent of France—and 
DO interference by outside powers will be brooked. 

It is, of course, possible that now President de 
Gaulle has had the aray cleared for hhn in attaining 
his objective, he may condescend to meet his NATO 
allies half way in the interests of over-all Western 
dofmos. 

But the fact remains that under any honest ap¬ 
praisal the stability artd responsibility of France is 
questionable. As long as de Gaulle remains in power 
he can control the republic under the dictatorial 
powers he has imposed. But what happens when he 
goes? 

Return to Its Fold 

A ssuming that the recount does not change the 
figures the Liberals scored a minor victory Mon¬ 
day in the deferred Stormont balloting. This re¬ 
stored the riding to its former allegiance. It being a 
Liberal seat for no fewer than 23 years prior to the 
1958 electioa 

Even so the margin was as dose as well could be, 
a scant 92 votes out of a total of 2S,4T7 separating the 
Liberal and Conservative candidates. There is thus 
nothing particularly outstanding about Monday's re¬ 
sult, wbl^ does not materially iltmct the party group- 
in Parliament. 

The Conservatives might indeed plume themselves 
that (or four years they managed to capture an area 
traditionally hostile to their interests. 

Mr. Pearson, of course, views things in a different 
light. All Is grist that comes to his mill. He declares 
the Stormont voting to be “further conderruiation'' of 
the government, which he once more emphasizes to 
be a “minority" government. This has been his favor¬ 
ite carp since the general election last month. 

One hopes he takes close note of the Stormont re¬ 
sults. for it shows the Liberal candidate to have se¬ 
cured only 46 per cent of the votes cast. By the slide- 
rule with which he assesses the govemment's status 
the new member (or Stormont becomes a “rrtlnority" 
MP. 

Monday's voting In this Ontario constiluency 
brings small comfort to the other two parties, both 
Social Credit and NDP securing respectively a mere 
five and three per cent of the vote. This reaffirms 
the belief that the Socred success last month was a 
Quebec flash-ln-the-pan. and that the NDP has little 
general appeal across the country. 

An Improvement, But... 

Q uick work is being made of the repaving of 
Douglas Street between Herald and Fountain 
Circle, and inconvenience to motorists is being 
kept close to the minimum that can be expected In a 
Job of this nature. 

For this the city engineering department and tbo 
contractors are to be commended, just as the reverse 
was true last year when, as most Victoria drivers will 
recall, there was a long period of discomfort and peril 
between the raising of manhole covers and the com¬ 
pletion of repaving of portions of Fort and Quadra 
Streets. 

Brief as the dislocation is proving to be this time, 
however, it comes at a period when Douglas Street, 
the city's main entrance and exit, la at its busiest, and 
such scheduling of the work seems open to question. 

Obviously paving is best undertaken in ivarm and 
dry weather. But Victoria is norsnally warm and dry 
in late May and In June and September; sufficiently 
so. one would think, to permit repaving of main roads 
before or after the peak of the tourist season, for the 
greater convenience of local and tourist traffic alike. 

This is something to which the public works com¬ 
mittee and engineering department could well give 
thought in laying out next year's program.

No Blooming Peonies

PniiIm itanMl out In ftn. luh- 
ion this yoar. Th* l e n. rally unplou- 
ant weather we bed this last fifing 
seemed to be Just whst the doctor 
ordered fer theee pisnts, which msde 
vigorous end heslthy growth. The 
buds formed on schedule end stsrted 
to swell normslly. 

Then, In quite s tew gsrdens here- 
sbouts, trouble sppcsred. When the 
peony buds got to be sbout the size 
of s msitile, everything .topped. The 
bud. g re w no bigger snd. sfter hsng- 
big fire for s week or two, they dried 
up snd fell off, snd of course, there 
were no flowers. In some csms re¬ 
ported to me, the buds continued to 
nvell to norms! .Ize snd stsrted to 
open, but the flowee pelsls inside 
were brown snd roltlag.

TTiew troubles stem from s fungus 
infection celled botrytls, snd when 1 
use the word "fungus." I dont mesn 
something thst looks like s tosdstool 
or miubroom but s dlieeM more 
closely reeembllng the dry rot thst 
sttscks wood or the mildew which 
forms on dsmp clothes. 

A. with nesriy sH fungus dlMSScs. 
boirylis 1. fslrly essy to prevent but 
slmost Impossible to cure. Fortu- 
nstely. It doesn’t sttsck the peony 
roots, but spend, the winter on the 
bsse of the stems snd on litter.

emerging to reinfect the youny shoots 
In the spring. This gives us sn ex¬ 
cellent opportunity to control the dis- 
esse; by preventing this reinfection, 
our pisnu can remain botrytls-free. 

Fungicides are useful here, but by 
far the most effective control Is 
limply good housekeeping In the gar¬ 
den. The tint thing to be done is to 
pick off snd bum any lllUe mummi¬ 
fied buds which may stiil remain on 
the peony pisnts. Any remains of 
flowers, either clean or with rotted 
petals, should also go to the indnera- 
lor. 

* * * 

Follow this up by giving your 
P"onles a square meal, and for this I 
don’t know of anything more relished 
by these finicky plants than a half- 
and-half mixture of bone meal and 
wood ashes. If you get the ashes from 
your fireplace or Indnrralor, don’t 
bother to sift them—those charml 
bits of wood and charcoal are all to 
the good and help sweeten the soil. 
A medium-sized peony plant will lake 
shout four cupfuls of the mixture, 
spreading It around the ouUide of 
the dump and scratching It lightly 
into the soil Surface. 

During the autumn tidy-up, 
scratch a little loU away from over 
your poony roots and cut down the 
lopgrowth one inch below soil level. 
Don’t go too deep, lor the growth 


eyes in the root which will produce 
next year’s stems are only two Inches 
down. ’The Idea of taking off the 
lopgrowth a little below the soil sur¬ 
face la to make sure you get all the 
resting bodies of th,> botrytls organ¬ 
isms—you can aometimee see them 
as black, sooty deposits on the lower 
part of the stems. 

a * * 

Bum all this material—don’t try 
to compost It or leave It lying around. 
’Then clean up the peony bed with 
the rake and keep It dean, with no 
manure, no compost, no fallen leaves 
or twigs—nothing but bare soil 
throughout the winter and early 
spring. 

In the spring, the same high level 
of garden hygiene should be main¬ 
tained and. Just as little red dioots 
come poking their noses through the 
soil surfaee, start a weekly routine 
of spraying or dusting. Any good 
funTiclde will serve—caplan, phaltan, 
lerbam or even potato dust. 11 you 
prefer a liquid spray—and I think 
perhaps it gives a somewhat Im¬ 
proved coverage—a common house¬ 
hold disinfectant such at Creolin, 
Creodde or Jeyes Fluid will do a good 
Job. mixed at the rate of one table¬ 
spoonful per gallon. 

’This weekly spraying or dusting, 
together with the general garden 
cleanliness, will put “paid" to Uie 
botrytls account.
